Go To War Over Suez 


WASHINGTON (IP) — Secre-1 
tary of State John Foster Dulles 
said today the United States 
does not intend to get into a 
shooting war even if Egypt 
blocks the Suez Canal by force. 
If necessary, he said, l .S. ships 
will bypass Suez and go around 
Africa. 


Dulles issued his “no war” 
statement at a news confer­ 
ence minutes after the Egyp­ 
tian ambassador warned him 
personally that it “means w ar” 
if the West carries out its plan 
to create a “users association’’ 
to run the canal. 
Despite the warning, Dulles 
said the United States will join 
Britan and France in the asso­

He ap­ 
pealed to Egypt to accept the 
plan at least as a temporary 
"working arrangem ent.”

Joe could have saved himself 
some grief if he had only- 
known that he. like nearly two 


million other Californians, was 
covered by this state's model 
sickness and hospi tal i zat ion 
program. 


If this is news to you—as it 
was to Joe—listen to what* the 
state Department of Employ­ 
ment has to say about state 
disability and hospital benefits: 


State disability insurance is 
not charity. If you are covered 
you paid the premiums—every 
penny. There is no employer 
contribution. The money is de­ 
ducted 
from your paycheck 
automtically by a 1 per cent 


; tax until you pay a maximum 
of $30 a year. 
In return you are entitled to 
sick benefits of up to $40 a 
week for as many as 26 weeks 
—depending on how jnuch you 
earned during the preceding 12 
months—and hospital benefits 
of $10 a day for up to 12 days. 
Benefits 
begin 
with 
the 
eighth day of disability or the 
first day of hospital confine- 
| ment. whichever comes first. 
The department emphasizes 
that the state policy doesn’t 
pay medical or hospital ex­ 
penses directly. You get a cash 


| compensation for wages lost 
while sick or hurt and you can 
use the money any way you 
1 like. 


Officials like to point out. 
too, that no other state in the 
union can match California’s 
hospitalization 
program 
and 
only three — New York, New 
Jersey and Rhode Island—have 
similar disability systems. 


The state plan started pay­ 
ing benefits in December, 1946

Fingerprints Checked 


To Identify Body 


SACRAMENTO UPl — FBI 
fingerprint files were being 
checked today to determine 
whether 
a 
headless 
corpse 
found on a Humboldt County 
beach was that of one of the 
men lost in an aircraft acci­ 
dent Aug. 22. 
There were three men in 
the plane when it went down 
and two of them — Ernest 
Winkler, 43, San Anselmo arch­ 
itect, and Clarence Fong, 36, 
an associate—are still missing. 
The body of the third man, 
W. Harold Farquar, 48, Pleas­ 
ant Hill, was found about a 
week after the accident. It 
was discovered a mile from 


where 
the 
headless 
corpse 
turned up. 
The FBI was asked for aid 
in checking fingerprints after 
the state Bureau of Criminal 
Investigation reported its files 
of no help in showing whether 
the corpse was that of Winkler 
or Fong. Humboldt authorities 
were able to get prints of only 
four fingers, making identifi­ 
cation difficult. 
Prints of all 10 fingers are 
needed, a spokesman for the 
bureau said, for a complete 
check of the five million sets 
of prints it keeps. A check of 
FBI records will take about 
five days.

ment, picked up speed, and 
Ethel was born.

Lawyer Davis Plays 


Self On TV Show

HOLLYWOOD OPi — On a 
courtroom set on a big movie 
stage a well-known San Fran­ 
cisco attorney literally is re­ 
living a chapter from his past 
—for the benefit of the home 
TV screens. 
George T. Davis, well-known 
lawyer for Caryl Chessman, Al­ 
fred Krupp, Tom Mooney and 
other headlined figures, is the 
“star” of this unusual drama. 
Warner Bros, is filming the 
story of one of his famous 
trials, the Kenneth Long mur­ 
der case in Martinez, for the 
studio’s ABC-TV series, “ Con­ 
flict,” to be telecast Nov. 13. 
Warner Bros, made its story 
authentic by importing Davis 
to play himself—the first time 
a lawyer has re-created his own 
case for TV or the movies.

Today I saw a man and won­ 
dered how they got McBride, 
the district attorney. It turned 
out it was an actor portraying 
him.” 
The studio bought the story 
eight years ago after the case 
ended, but could not stretch it 
into a full-length movie. When 
it was turned into a teleplay, 
Davis was asked to be techni­ 
cal adviser and portray him­ 
self. 
“I decided it would be fun,” 
he said. “ But more important, 
this case was an experience in 
the search for truth in court­ 
rooms and I wanted to see it 
done correctly.” 
In the story, as in real life, 
the defendant goes free but 
the lover never is prosecuted 
for the murder because of le­ 
gal difficulties.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Marin Hot Rodders Could 
Win Wide Public Respect 


From time to time in the past delega­ 
tions of teen-age hot rodders have visit­ 
ed the I-J office to complain that their 
good name and reputation was being 
impugned by associating the term hot 
"odder with juvenile delinquents. 
We always went out of our way to ex­ 
plain to them that “we don’t make the 
news; we just report it.” 
IT a fellow driving a junk heap gets 
involved in an accident and gets a traf­ 
fic ticket the policeman’s report is liable 
to describe the junk heap as a hot rod. 
And our reporters are just as liable to 
describe the junk heap as a hot rod in 
their news accounts. 
This rubs the organized and enlight­ 
ened hot rodders the wrong way be­ 
cause their definition of a hot rod is 
diametrically opposed to the definition 
usually assigned to the term by the un­ 
informed. 
The organized and enlightened hot 
rodders are safety conscious above all 
and they rebuild their cars to incorpor­ 
ate safety features which were not stock 
equipment when their cars originally 
were manufactured. 
Some of these safety features involve 
brakes, lighting, springing and steering 
mechanisms. Their cars are subjected 
to various safety tests. And in their driv­ 
ing they strive to develop safety habits. 
When their cars are renovated they are 
enhanced in value and represent many 
hours of effort and dollars of invest­ 
ment. 
So it is understandable that they 
should take offense when the term hot 
rod is used to describe an unsafe junk 
heap driven by a reckless, careless 
young man. 
But up to now we haven’t been able 
to suggest any remedy to them. 
We 
never could think of a way to rewrite

the general public’s definition of hot 
rod. 
Now at last, however, we have a sug­ 
gestion. 
It is based on what we have seen and 
heard of the Napa hot rodders’ organi­ 
zation, called “Nomads Auto Club.” 
Some months ago we had a letter-to- 
the-editor from a Sausalito resident tell­ 
ing how his car was disabled at a dan­ 
gerous turn in the road up Napa way. 
One of the young fellows of the hot rod 
club happened by, stopped, helped the 
Sausalitan move his car to a safe place, 
and helped him make emergency me­ 
chanical repairs. 
Then the young fellow drove off, re­ 
fusing the offer of a gift of money and 
declining to give his name. He did leave 
a card, however, advising the stranded 
motorist he had been helped by a mem­ 
ber of the hot rod club dedicated to 
safer and more courteous driving. 
Earlier this week, a lady from Kent- 
field telephoned to tell us the same kind 
of story. 
It happened on the Waldo 
Grade. Her husband, convalescing from 
surgery, was struggling to change a tire. 
Along came two young fellows who 
stopped to take over the tire changing 
job. 
When they finished they refused to 
accept any payment and they handed 
the stranded couple a card explaining, 
“You have been helped by a member of 
the Nomads Auto Club, which is an or­ 
ganization of youth dedicated to safer 
and more courteous driving conditions.” 
We feel sure that if hot rod organiza­ 
tions in Marin County wrere to adopt this 
procedure and practice it intensively, 
they soon would “rewrite the public’s 
definition” of the term “hot rodder,” 
and win public respect and confidence 
in the process. 


Musician Finds Latin America 
Enthusiastic Over U. S. Jazz

NEW YORK UP—Jazz pro- 
vides the United States with 
its greatest opportunity to win 
friends and spread goodwill in 
Latin America. 
This is the firm opinion of 
jazzman John La 
Porta, 
36- 
year-old columnist for Metro­ 
nome, the musical magazine. 
He spent nine dizzying days in 
Caracas the past summer as a 
guest of the Caracas Jazz Club 
and 
its 
president, 
Jacques 
Braunstein. 


LA PORTA’S venture to the 
south and his conclusions thus 
support the rather obvious but 
recent discovery that popular 
music can be one of the most 
valuable U.S. exports and good­ 
will agents. 
He found south of the bor­ 
der what others such as Louis 
Armstrong have encountered 
in Europe 
and 
Africa, 
and 
John (Dizzy) Gillespie in Eu­ 
rope and Asia. 
La Porta has no doubt that 
the appeal of American jazz 
is world-wide, but from per­ 


sonal experience he knows the 
reaction it brings in the Ven­ 
ezuelan capital. 


“ON THE CULTURAL level 
jazz is the greatest open door 
we have,” 
says La Porta, 
a 
serious 
student 
of jazz who 
plays clarinet and saxophone. 
It is our unique contribution 
to music.” 


While in Caracas La Porta 
played 
with 
four 
different 
groups and delivered lectures 
on jazz. The groups included 
the 15-piece orchestra Casa­ 
blanca, 
t h e 
Charley 
Nagy 
Quintet, Juan Barabras Sextet 
and the Walter Albrecht Sex­ 
tet. 


The program was varied, in­ 
cluding some Dixieland and 
one 
composition 
La 
Porta 
wrote especially for the trip, 
called "‘South American Broth­ 
ers.” And, of course, some 
jam sessions. 


“THE RESPONSE was ter­ 
rific,” La Porta said. “The im­ 
mediate emotional effect on 
the audience was tremendous.”

SACRAMENTO 
(CNS) — 
One of the most blatant ex­ 
amples of “the smear” against 
a public official is being used 
at the present time against 
Charles G. (“Gus”) Johnson, 
the state’s nine times elected, 
76-year-old treasurer, who is 
recuperating from an illness 
at his home, and who is un­ 
able, because of his health, 
to come forward and defend 
his personal dealings with 
banks. 
An auditor’s report of the 
state treasurer’s office 
re­ 
cently disclosed a clean bill 
of health for that department 
of state, a bill which indicat­ 
ed that the people’s monies 
are being taken care of and 
invested properly. As the au­ 
dit was made by accountants 
from the administration of 
Gov. Goodwin J. Knight, it 
can hardly be questioned. 


APPARENTLY, quite a few 
people are in on the smear 
tactics being used to discred­ 
it Johnson, and in the opin­ 
ion of many around the State 
Capitol, to force his resigna­ 
tion as state treasurer and 
turn the office over to some 
political henchman 
of 
the 
governor’s. 
First it was Assemblyman 
Caspar Weinberger of San 
Francisco who turned over 
documents to the legislative 
budget committee which pur­ 
ported to show that Johnson 
had not repaid certain debts 
to financial concerns. The 
documents were furnished by 
William A. Burkett, state su­ 
perintendent of banks, who is 
an appoihtee of Gov. Knight. 
Weinberger, 
incidentally, 
hoped for the abolition of the 
treasurer’s office in a gov­ 
e r n m e n t a l re-organization 
plan. 


THE RECORDS furnished 
by Burkett apparently were 
confidential records of the 
banks he is superintending, 
and this is the subject of a 
request to the attorney gen­ 
eral by Johnson’s attorneys 
asking a halt in the activities 
of A. Alan Post, legislative 
auditor, who 
has 
sent 
out 
questionnaires to all banks in 
the state in an effort to un­ 
cover more information re­ 
garding the treasurer’s per­ 
sonal financial activities. 
The attorneys also chal­ 
lenged 
Burkett’* 
right 
to 


make bank information pub­ 
lic and Burkett replied by de­ 
manding that Johnson “come 
out of hiding” and answer 
the charges. 
First 
of 
all, no 
charges 
have been made, and second, 
the demand that a man who 
is recuperating from a severe 
illness take on an additional 
battle appears to be some­ 
what out of place. The treas­ 
urer certainly should have 
an 
opportunity to recover 
from an illness before he is 
pilloried by the people who 
want his office vacant. 


AS MENTIONED some time 
ago in this column, it appears 
that not only public officials, 
but also private citizens have 
protection in their “papers” 
in the state constitution, but 
this is not taken into account 
lately by the smear artists in 
government who attempt to 
make mountains out of mole­ 
hills, suggest innuendos that 
aren’t backed up by facts, 
and level on their enemies by 
creating a force of public 
opinion which in the belief 
of many is undeserved.

Political Scientists Urged To 


Begin Solving Problems Of Future

•WASHINGTON—The 
spe­ 
cial value of looking at the 
past is to help face the fu­ 
ture more wisely. 
At the annual meeting of 
the Political Science Assn. in 
Washington last week Prof. 
Harold D. Lasswell of Yale 
University in his presidential 
address looked at a segment 
of the past and offered his 
elite audience some humble, 
healthy, profound and pro­ 
vocative observations. 
He confessed that in his 
judgment the whole profes­ 
sion of political science think­ 
ers—in the United States and 
everywhere else in the world 
— have grievously failed in 
their duty to “anticipate the 
(atomic) bomb and the sig­ 
nificant problems of policy 
that came with it.” 
He charged his profession 
with flagrant dereliction — 
the 
dereliction 
of 
leaving 
“the minds of our decision­ 
makers unprepared to meet 
the crisis precipitated by the 
bomb.” 
Prof. Lasswell extenuates 
the crime only slightly by 
noting that there were not 
enough 
political 
scientists 
trained 
in 
physics and not 
enough physicists trained in 
political 
science. 
But 
he 
points out that the oncoming 
bomb 
was 
fully 
foreshad­ 
owed as early as 1934 by 
Fermi’s original report and 
that political scientists were 
guilty of a grave “lack of 
foresight” in not contributing 
to “the stream of emerging 
events” 
the 
ideas 
which 
could have made possible a 
wiser handling of this vast 
new power in the hands of 
men. 


PROF. LASSWELL is not 
primarily wringing his hands 
about the past; he is assert­ 
ing to himself and to his col­ 
leagues that the political sci­ 
entists here and abroad must 
begin now to do the creative 
thinking necessary to deal 
with the anticipatable prob­ 
lems of the future. 
The problems he cites are 
these: 


FOR THE FORESEEABLE 
future—Inexpensive nuclear 
weapons are in prospect and 
will be obtainable by the 
smaller 
nations. 
Will 
this 
event 
decentralize 
atomic 
power and make it more con­ 
trollable? What can we do to 
restrain 
the 
“little 
atomic 
gangster” who can imperil 
the 
safety 
of 
the 
whole 
world? 
Will atomic defense regain 
the ground lost to atomic of­ 
fense and, if so, can this new 
knowledge be used to seal 
off great areas of the globe 
behind impenetrable “ener- 


gy” shells as boys put dish- 
pans over snakepits? 
What about using our imag­ 
ination to develop an instru­ 
ment of coercion that inca­ 
pacitates w i t h o u t killing, 
without 
imposing 
perma­ 
nent incapacity? What about 
the possibility of a “P” beam, 
a paralyzing beam of sound 
or of some other kind capa­ 
ble of accomplishing this pur­ 
pose? 


FOR THE ATTAINABLE 
future—Should we not an­ 
ticipate 
now 
hemispheric, 
even global, control of the 
weather and climate? This, 
together with newly avail­ 
able 
energy 
sources could, 
he 
suggests, 
reclaim 
the 
wastelands of the earth — 
the deserts, the ice caps, the 
tropical 
rain 
(orests, 
the 
mountains levelled to pro­ 
ductive plateaus. 
PROF. 
LASSWELL 
asks 
whether political scientists or 
others are conscious of the 
implications if great resource 
changes are introduced into 
a 
divided 
world. 
He sees 
large new population areas 
opening up for the non-So­ 
viet 
world 
in 
North 
and 
South America, in the Sahara, 
in the Middle East capable of 
altering the whole world pic­ 
ture. He sees us mining wa­ 
ters for minerals and farming 
the 
oceans 
for food, 
and 
asks: “To what extent can 
this result be achieved by in­ 
stituting multilateral control 
of great programs of recla­ 
mation in selected districts?” 
Since travel to the moon 
and other satellites is in pros­ 
pect, it is suggested that no 
time be lost in putting into 
the hands of the U.N. facili­ 
ties for research, develop­ 
ment and operation of satel­ 
lites, 
space 
platforms 
and 
travel beyond the limits of 
the earth. 


THE PROBLEMATIC FU­ 
TURE—And what next in ge­ 
netics and experimental em­ 
bryology? Prof Lasswell fore­ 
sees vast changes in the hu­ 
man race, possibly “super- 
* gifted men or even new spe­ 
cies possessing superior tal­ 
ent” and a robot conceivably 
with a capacity to “reproduce 
its kind! and of interacting 
with others.” And as to hu­ 
man life on the other planet*, 
he remarks tantalizingly that 
it would “be embarrassing 
to discover that we are the 
savages or that we are put 
together on a markedly in­ 
ferior biological plan.” 
Prof. Lasswell is clearly 
asking some 
of the right 
questions. That is the begin­ 
ning of getting the right an­ 
swers. 
1 suspect he is ask­ 
ing them none too soon.

Proposed Bay Transit 
Legislation Made Public 


New Kindergarten 
Class Set In Novato 


OAKLAND GP—A tentative 
draft of legislation for estab­ 
lishing a $1,890,000,000 nine- 
county Bay Area rapid transit 
system has been presented to 
the public. 
It was submitted to the 18- 
member Bay Area Rapid Tran­ 
sit Commission yesterday by 
the three attorneys and two 
bankers who drew up the docu­ 
ment. 
The final draft may be ap­ 
proved later this year and the 
act may pass the Legislature 
next spring. 
The proposal would create 
an agency comparable to the 
district which built and operat­ 
es the Golden Gate Bridge. It 
provides that, at first, the dis­ 
trict include San Francisco, 
Alameda, Contra Costa and 
San Mateo Counties, plus that 
part of Santa Clara County 
within the city limits of Palo 
Alto. But there is provision for 
adding all the rest of Santa 
Clara County, plus Marin, So­ 
noma, Napa and Solano Coun­ 
ties. 
The district would provide 
for an election at which vot­ 
ers would decide whether they 
favored a bond issue. The dis­ 
trict could not incur a debt 
over 25 per cent of the assess­ 
ed valuation of taxable prop­ 
erty in the district.

Experience in Marin this 
year bears out state and na­ 
tional research findings that 
paralytic effects of polio have 
been reduced at least 85 per 
cent through use of Salk vac­ 
cine, according to Dr. Carolyn 
B. 
Albrecht, 
Marin 
County 
health officer. 
None of the 12 cases of para­ 
lytic polio reported in Mann 
since Jan. 1 has been in a per­ 
son vaccinated with Salk vac­ 
cine, she said. Four cases of 
non-paralytic polio in vaccinat­ 
ed persons have been reported 
among a total of 12 cases of 
non-paralytic cases reported as 
of Sept. 1. Of these, Dr. Al­ 
brecht said, one had been vac­ 


cinated the day before onset of 
disease, so protection from the 
vaccine had not yet had time 
to develop. 
Polio shots are given at the 
health department, 920 Grand 
avenue, San Rafael, each Fri­ 
day from 9 to 11 a.m. and from 
2 to 4 p.m. for children from 
six months through 19 years 
old and for pregnant women.

Shapiro, who wishes to build 
a new auto agency on the 
marshland acrdss from Tamal- 
pais High School, had asked 
that the planning commission 
(1) not require him to sign an 
agreement by which he would 
agree to abide by the term s of 
the ordinance, (2) allow him 
unlimited access to his agency 
from Miller avenue, (3) permit 
him to use a portion of his lot 
for the agency without sub­ 
dividing the lot as law requires 
and (4) strike out the require­ 
ment that Shapiro dedicate to 
the city a 36-foot frontage road 
along the property. 
In addition to politely de­ 
clining 
Shapiro’s 
r e q u e s t , 
planners denied his petition 
for a use permit, asked, they 
said, without Shapiro’s first 
having submitted architectural 
drawings for his project. 
A use permit to build an 
auto agency there would be re­ 
quired since the marsh area 
% there is zoned for professional 
and administrative use.

“I’m never without pain but 
you learn to live with it.” 
Helping Mrs. Ruth Clover of 
Sausalito live with pain is the 
Arthritis 
a n d 
Rheumatism 
Foundation, a non-profit organ­ 
ization supported by the Uni­ 
ted Bay Area Crusade. 
‘‘It hit me overnight,” says 
Mrs. Clover of the crippling 
arthritis which has sent her 
through surgery four times 
and disabled her hands and 
knees. “I woke up one day in 
1943 with my hands paining 
me so terribly that I didn’t 
know what to do.” 
CLINICAL CARE 
The foundation, which has 
limited funds, has been help­ 
ing Mrs. Clover since last De­ 
cember, when the arthritis in 
her knees “flared up” again 
and h e r hands stiffened so 
badly she could hardly get her 
hair combed. She was given 
tw o weeks’ treatm ent in St. 
Mary’s Hospital in San Fran­ 
cisco (also a United Crusade 
agency), and now she returns 
to the hospital clinic every two 
weeks for treatm ent and shots. 
She also receives a new arthri­ 
tis drug, sigmagen, made avail­ 
able through the foundation at 
cost. 
“I think the drug gives me 
quite a bit of relief,” said Mrs. 
Clover, who is able to keep 
house for her son, tend a gar­ 
den and do a bit of sewing. “It 
seems to stabilize the arthri­ 
tis.” She is 60. 
GREATEST CRIPPLER 
“Arthritis is the scourge of 
of mankind,” is Mrs. Clover’s 
description 
of 
this 
disease 
which is the greatest single 
crippler in the nation. T h e 
foundation, which operates in 
the Bay Area through the Nor­ 
thern California Chapter, re­ 
ports that 11 million Ameri­ 
cans over the age of 14 suffer 
from various rheumatic dis­ 
eases, and that many children 
under 14 are also afflicted. 
The local chapter provides a 
limited amount of hospital and 
clinic service and has hospital 
beds in San Francisco for arth­ 
ritis sufferers. It pays the sal­ 
aries of two therapists w h o 
provide home care in San Fran­ 
cisco. East Bay and Marin phy­ 
sicians are being encouraged 
by the foundation to make use 
of a registered local therapist 
financed by the chapter.

treatm ent to several Marin res­ 
idents, including Mrs. Clover, 
this year,” said Harold W. 
Knowles, the chapter presi­ 
dent. 
Knowles, 
a 
volunteer, 
pointed out that the chapter 
welcomes inquiries from suf­ 
ferers of rheumatism, arthri­ 
tis, bursitis, gout and related 
diseases, and will send infor­ 
mation on request from its of­ 
fice at 417 Market street, San 
Francisco. The chapter will 
supply information about dis­ 
eases and where help may be 
obtained, he said. 


MANY NEED CARE 
The chapter recently issued 
publicity encouraging such in­ 
quiries, 
and 
within 
a 
few 
weeks received letters from 3,- 
000 persons, of whom 50 per 
cent were in need of special 
care. 


In addition to its direct ser­ 
vice to sufferers, the chapter 
provides specialized informa­ 
tion to physicians, nurses and 
medical students and supports 
several basic and clinical re­ 
search projects in its fight for 
relief and ultimate control of 
the diseases. 


T h e 
Foundation 
received 
$66,770 from the United Cru- 


sade last year, of-which $1,641 
was allocated to Marin. 
To Mrs. Clover the Crusade 
is an ally in her fight to keep 
from being bedfast. 
“You learn to live with the 
pain when you have arthritis 
but not stop fighting the crip­ 
pling effects. With the help of 
the Crusade I’m still keeping 
going. I haven’t given up to it.”

We 
want you, Dr. Barbour, to tell 
those efficiency experts to go 
jump in the lake. Give them 
our message please!”

Ridge Crackdown 
Pays Off In Lives 


By MARK KNIGHT 
BAKERSFIELD (JPi — Wher 
five people were killed in 
seven spectacular accidents on 
the treacherous G r a p e v i n e 
Grade during an 11-day period 
ended July 8, authorities con­ 
ceded something must be done. 
The toll of death, injury and 
damage on the five miles from 
the Tehachapi highlands to the 
San Joaquin Valley floor south 
of Bakersfield had been appall­ 
ing. For years the carnage 
mounted steadily, but never 
had it reached so high a point 
in so short a period. 
CHP ULTIMATUM 
California Highway Patrol­ 
men issued an ultimatum to 
drivers July 12. They said there 
was going to be a “crackdown” 
on the Grapevine. 
The cynics smirked and sur­ 
mised an extra patrolman or 
two would be on duty for a few 
days, then all would be forgot­ 
ten. That is the history o f; 
“crackdowns” and few were 
sanguine 
enough 
to 
expect 
much more. 
But they were fooled. Be-: 
sides compulsory inspection of | 
truck brakes and weight loads, 
extra patrolmen rigidly en­ 
forced the traffic laws along 
the ridge. 


1,504 CITATION'S 
The Kern County Highway 
Patrol unit, which handles the 
Grapevine, issued 1,504 cita­ 
tions to Ridge Route motorists 
during July. 
The Newhall unit, which pa­ 
trols the south end, handed out 
1,519 citations during the same 
period in an area that also in­ 
cludes the Antelope Valley. 
The cynics also failed to 
reckon 
with 
Judge 
Murray 
Eiland of the Maricopa judicial 
court, where traffic violations 
from the top of the Grapevine 
to a point near Bakersfield are 
brought for disposition. 


JUDGE CREDITED 
Due largely to Judge Eiland, 
and the spirit he has breathed 
into the crackdown for the past 
month and a half, here is the 
score: 
More than 30 persons have 
been sentenced to jail terms 
ranging from one to 15 days, 
mostly for speeding. 
But the big statistic is that 
not a single death has occurred 
since July 12 as a result of il­ 
legal driving. One youth was 
killed when he fell from the 
running board of a truck and 
was crushed 
b e n e a t h 
its 
wheels. Otherwise the record is 
almost spotless. 
What happened? 
The patrolmen carried out 
their promise to do a thorough \ 
job. 


NO EXCUSES VALID 
Judge Eiland backed them 
up with stiff sentences, with 
no excuses or “sob stories” 
valid. A bride of three days, for 
example, went to jail for speed- j 
ing. Her plea was heart-rend-1 
ing, but it didn’t move the 
judge. 
The combination of alert pa­ 
trolling and inescapable punish­ 
ment are not the only activities 
which authorities hope will 
give a degree of permanence 
to the “crackdown” record. 
A check point for truck 
brakes and loads was establish­ 
ed at the top of the Grapevine 
hill. A turn-out was established 
half way down the grade where 
truckers can bring runaway ve­ 
hicles to a safe halt. Hereto­ 
fore the alternative to almost 
certain death in the ravine be­ 
side the road has been a colli- j 
sion with some other vehicle! 
and perhaps greater carnage. 


SAVES TRUCKER 
The turnoff probably saved 
both the life and the cargo o f! 
one driver whose brakes failed 
only a few days after it was 
completed. The brake check 
station is credited with equal 
effectiveness. Scores of trucks 
have been held up until neces-! 
sary repairs were made. 
But the element of s p e e d 
down a 6 per cent grade posted 
at frequent intervals with a 45- 
mile limit, remains the master 
killer. 
Speed—as such —may mean 
little on 
straightaways, 
but 
Judge Eiland and the patrol­ 
men point out that its import- j 
ance down a steep grade where j 
control is lost quickly between 
the posted l i m i t and a few 
miles an hour faster. 
For example, they held up 
the record of crashes during 
the catastrophic 11-dav period. 
Nearly every accident, includ­ 
ing all fatalities, involved a 
rear-end collision with another 
vehicle. 
Authorities believe t h e i r 
merciless punishment of fast 
drivers has done most to hold 
down the casualities. They em­ 
phasize that while a crackdown 
cannot continue indefinitely, 
the principle they have estab­ 
lished will be maintained.

Against A-Fallout 


(This is National CIvU De­ 
fense Week. This article is 
offered by the Federal Civil 
Defense Administration to 
help the public understand 
the nature of radioactive 
fallout and defense against

In a spUt second during the 
pre-dawn hours of a morning 
in November, 1062, radioactive 
fallout came of age as ^ po­ 
tential hasard to every living 
thing. 
Since then, millions of words 


about it We are told that it 
cannot be detected by any of 
the human senses, only by ra­ 
diation detection devices. 
It 
can hitch a nde on the wind 
for hundreds of mile« from a 
nuclear blast, settle to earth 
even in remote places and 
make entire areas temporarily 
uninhabitable. 
But what, actually, is fall­ 
out? Can its movement be pre­ 
dicted? And what can people 
do to protect against it?

People can protect them­ 
selves mainly by staying under 
cover, and tuning a battery- 
operated radio to emergency 
cávil defense frequencies for 
expert instructions.

ment makes a fair shelter, an 
old-fashioned root cellar an ex­ 
cellent one. This Is because on­ 
ly 1/5,000th of the radiation 
that would hit a peraon in the 
open will penetrate three feet 
of eárth. 
Most important, remember 
that fallout leaves no margin 
for errors, or amateurs. For 
example, just because the sur­ 
face wind is blowing from a 
“safe” direction doesn’t mean 
that the winds above 10,000 
feet — which would usually 
dominate the direction of fall­ 
out — weren’t blowing some 
other way. Only the experts 
have the equipment to predict 
fallout areas.

Novato kindergarten through 
third grade children residing

School trustees agreed Tues­ 
day night to retain but service 
for Trumbull 2 youngster«, but 
decided against furnishing It 
for those living to Watout 
Park, which la just outside the 
three-quarter-mile limit 
If the district is to reoetre 
financial assistance from the 
state for bus servioe, it must 
adopt mileage limit« set by 
the state. 


This means no children from 
kindergarten 
through 
third 
grade wiH be picked up if 
their homes are within a three- 
quarter-mile radius of their 
school. The limit for young­ 
sters from grades four to sight 
is one mile, while those in 
ninth grade and beyond will 
not ride buses if they live 
within a two-mile radios. 


Trustees expressed a desire 
to abide by the state regula­ 
tions. They also agreed that 
buses should atop only at au­ 
thorized stops, rain or shine. 


Fairfax School District Warned To 


Expect Tripled Enrollment By 76 


Elementary 
school 
enroll­ 
ments In th e Fairfax School 
District will increase about 200 
per cent in the next 15 to 20 
years, according to a team of 
Stanford University e d u c a ­ 
tional conaultants who have 
made a study of the district 
and Ms educational needs for 
the future. 
The consultants, William R. 
Odell, James D. MacConnell, 
Jon S. Peters, Raymond C. 
Schneider, 
an d 
George 
F. 
Weekes Jr., presented some of 
their results to th e Fairfax 
Board of Trustees in July. 
The full report of some 25 
page«, plus charts and serial 
photographs of the area, has 
now Men made available to 
the board and s o me Parent* 
Teacher Assn. representatives. 
Enclosed in cardboard cover, 
and bound in one corner with 
spiral binding, it is titled "Fair­ 
fax Plans for its Schools.“ 
The report will be discussed 
at a public meeting at 8 p.m. 
Sept 25 in Manor School. 
Enrollment by the end of the 
current year Is expected to hit 
893 according to the consult­ 
ants. The forecast for a satu­ 
ration period some 15 to 20 
years in the future is between 
2,400 and 2,800. 
T h e 
consultants' 
report 
shows the school district has 
keen able to keep below the 
taaximtim number of students 


per classroom suggested by 
state standards. But quite a 
bit of construction will have to 
be done if the district is to con­ 
tinue to meet these require­ 
ments. 
Predicted increases in en­ 
rollment will cause the district 
to need eight more classrooms 
by I960. By 1985, the consult­ 
ant* say, the district will need 
an additional six classrooms 
and by the saturation point 57 
new rooms or a total of 82 
classrooms will be needed in 
the district, if predictions are 
valid. 
The 
educational 
research 
team recommends that during 
the decade following 
1956* 
Fairfax should get its building 
plans for the future well char­ 
ted. 
“All sites which will be re­ 
quired for saturation should 
either be secured or protected 
by advantageous zoning and in 
some cases, initial needed con­ 
struction started on some of 
these sites,” the report states. 
The team also recommends 
that during this period the dis­ 
trict determine how much of 
the construction is to be per­ 
manent. According to the re­ 
port, enrollment is likely to 
decline for a period of 10 years 
after the point of saturation. 
In a chapter entitled “Finan­ 
cial Implications,“ the consul­ 
tants discuss the cost of the 


building program to the dis­ 
trict and suggest a method of 
financing. 


Cos t of building the eight 
classrooms which the consul­ 
tants predict will be needed by 
1960 is estimated at $200,000. 
To finance construction, the 
team 
recommended 
to 
the 
board at a July meeting that a 
$250,000 bond issue be put on 
th e Nov. 6 general election 
ballot. 
The board voted to initiate 
the bond issue, which provides 
t h a t $132,000 be spent for 
school additions during 1956-57 
school year an d the balance 
during 
the 
remaining 
four 
years. 
If the bonds are approved 
by the voters, the consultants 
say the district “will be in a 
position in which it may be 
able almost to provide for its 
needs without again entering 
the s t a t e building assistance 
program.” But they go on to 
caution that the district “will 
be hard-pressed to provide the 
required sites prior to the sub­ 
division of the l a n d without 
seeking state assistance.” 
The recommendation 
from 
the consultants that the dis­ 
trict ask voters approval for a 
$500,000 state aid loan has also 
been adopted by the board and 
the measure will appear on the 
November ballot

Cheater W. Nlmita, 
Taylor'« World War II boaa to 
the Padfie, waa quoted as lay­ 
ing he considered 4 “a true 
conservation measure” and he 
intended to vote for it 
Most state political leaders 
have tried to stay clear of 
the controversy. Gov. Good­ 
win J. Knight said he would 
remain neutral. Republican« 
at their 1956 state conven­ 
tion Ignored No. 4. The Dem­ 
ocrats, after three day* of 
wrangling, decided not to 
take sides either. 
The last proposition to ap­ 
proach 4 to intensity also in­ 
volved oil. Prop. 5 in a 1939 
special election was a refer­ 
endum measure against the 
Atkinaon oil control bill enact­ 
ed by the Legislature. 
The bill’s opponents report­ 
ed spending $347,461 for theftr 
successful drive to keep R off 
the books. Proponent* gave 
their expense« as $367,598. 
State officials concede the 
full costa are never known on 
California campaign« because 
of what Atty. Gen. Edmund G. 
Brown has criticised as an in­ 
adequate law on disclosing 
election finances. 
Perhaps $790,000 went tote 
a celebrated water-pow«r 
referendum in 1933. Another 
major campaign saw retail 
chain store« beat off a spec­ 
ial tax against them in the 
1936 election; it was one of 
the first to use modern ad­ 
vertising technique«. 
A number of other«, liku the 
Ham ’n Egg« pension proposal, 
made a lot of noise in their 
time but they amounted to 
penny-ante from a coet stand­ 
point when placed against the 
table stake« of the Prop. 4 cam­ 
paign. 
Long before he become a 
king-pm liquor lobbyist, Arthur 
H. Samish dazzled — or con­ 
fused—California voters in 
classic campaign of its kind. 
He used typical Samish in­ 
genuity to win passage of a 
referendum which saved his 
clients, motor bus companies, 
millions of dollars a year in 
additional taxes. 
Samish plastered the atate 
with billboards dominated by 
an unfriendly-looking hog and 
pleading w i t h Californians: 
“Drive the hog from the road. 
Vote yes on Prop. 2.“ And 
who could fight a road hog?
